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President's Message

FINALLY, THE SMELL OF FALL IS IN THE AIR after an 
extremely hot and wet summer here in the Midwest. 
These two elements have made soft rot a real problem 
for iris growers, but hopefully we will overcome. 

One of the highlights of my summer was a quick, 
one-day trip to Stillwater, Oklahoma on July 24 where 
I had the honor and pleasure of presenting the AIS 
Gold Medal to Ron Mullin who was unable to travel 
to Madison to receive the award. Many of Ron’s friends 
gathered together to celebrate the occasion. 

The Gold Medal, the highest award of The American 
Iris Society, is awarded in recognition of extraordinary 
continuous and dedicated service to the Society and is 
not awarded lightly. In fact, in the history of AIS only 
13 others have previously received this medal. 

The first one was awarded to our Society’s first 
president Dr. John C. Wister in 1930 “in affection and 
gratitude of 10 years of devoted leadership.” This medal 
was given back to AIS sometime after Dr. Wister’s death 
and currently is passed from president to president of 
the Society as a token of service. 

Other Gold Medal recipients have been Grace 
Sturtevant (1935), Ethel Anson Peckham (1940), Lowell 
Fitz Randolph (1970), Jay C. Ackerman (1977), Melba 
Hamblen (1982), Bee Warburton (1984), Carol Ramsey 
(1991), Robert Schreiner and Kay Nelson Keppel 
(1993), Keith Keppel (1997), Currier McEwen (1999), 
and Marie Caillet (2004). 

According to my records, Ron joined AIS in 1966. 
Since that time his involvement in the Society has 
been beyond dedicated and outstanding. He served as 
AIS President from 1983 — 1986. He has been Bulletin 
Editor, Awards Chairman, Director, Judges Training 
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Chairman, Membership 
Secretary, Chairman of 
three AIS conventions, 
AIS Convention Liaison 
Chairman, Region 22 
RVP and Bulletin Editor, 
Winner of Region22 Betty 
Emmons Service Award, 


manuscript contributor 
and proofreader to AIS 
Judges Handbook, 


author of the AIS 
Convention Handbook, 
and a contributor to the 
book The World of Irises, published by AIS. He was also 
an Emeritus Judge. In fact, there is hardly any job that 
Ron did not do or was not involved with. 

Over the years Ron worked tirelessly for AIS and all 
iris organizations without reimbursement or payment. 
He was membership secretary when AIS had nearly 
8,000 members — he did not use a computer and sent 
dues notices twice each year using only a typewriter and 
pen and pencil. He kept meticulous records, evidenced 
by the fact that when I took on the job of AIS Judges 
Training Chair seven years ago, his records were passed 
on to me, allowing me to create a database that included 
the year when each judge first became an apprentice. 

Those who worked with him know him as a man who 
loved irises and the people who grew them. It is people like 
Ron who make growing irises and AIS activities such fun.

The form 
can either be downloaded and 
faxed to the number shown or it 
can be completed electronically 
and sent via email. 

There is a statement that says 
“Is Certificate Holder requested 
to be named as an additional 
insured?” If you only need to 
show proof of insurance, circle 
No. If the venue needs to be 
named as an additional insured, 
circle Yes.

SPURIA IRIS SOCIETY 

My interest in spuria irises was 
tweaked many years ago in the 
early 1970s by an assignment by my 
employer to Southern California. 
While there I was able to visit the 
Cordon Bleu Farms in San Marcos 
run by Bob Brooks and Ray Chesnik. 
It was there growing under the 
orange trees that I first saw “Thrush 
Song’ (Ferguson, 1959), ‘Crow Wing’ 
(Ferguson, 1972), ‘Imperial Bronze’ 
(McCown, 1971) and the enormous 
future ‘Plain Jane’ (Ferguson/ 
Brooks, 1976). Later I became an 
annual visitor to hybridizer Dave 
Niswonger’s Cape Girardeau, MO 
iris fields. From Walker Ferguson 
to Niswonger — how many Nies 
Medals are represented by them? 

It has been pleasing seeing the 
recent positive changes to SIS led by 
President Nancy Price and Spuria 
News Editor Darol Jurn, both ably 
assisted by Dave Silverberg. The 2009 
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Spuria Checklist is a fine publication 
chock full of varietal pictures. 
The Spuria Spectacle & Region 13 
meeting, sponsored by the Greater 
Portland Iris Society was reportedly a 
great event with visits to the Abrego, 
Aitken, Silverberg/Price and Plotner 
gardens, and judges’ training by the 
master, Dave Niswonger. The guest 
speaker was Dr. Lee Walker (in a 
business suit!) who spoke about his 
hybridizing process. Lee received 
the convention’s Best Introduced 
Variety Award for ‘Red War Clouds’ 
(Walker, 2010). 


SOCIETY FOR LOUISIANA IRISES 
The SLI Convention in Dallas, 
TX, was reported by Tom Dillard 
as, “a great success, despite the cold 
winter making for a late bloom 
season.” The iris show sponsored by 
the Dallas Area Iris Society was one 
reason as a wide selection of varieties 
and seedlings was brought from 
both Texas and Louisiana. Another 
reason was the awards banquet 
where SLI presented its highest 
accolade, the Award of Merit, to past 
SLI President Paul Gossett of Tulsa, 
OK. Ron Betzer, Lafayette, LA was 
presented with the SLI Service Award 
recognizing his service on the Board 
and his efforts in helping to organize 
annual conventions in Lafayette. 
Patrick O’Connor won the Caillet 
Cup for the most votes during the 
tour of gardens for his seedling ‘Big 
Charity’. Gardens visited included 
those of Pat Norvell, Dr. Lew Begley 
(including Hooker Nichols’ garden 
there), Dell Perry and Annette 


Brown. Norvell posted many fine 
pictures to the Internet of irises that 
bloomed after the convention.

SOCIETY ELECTRONIC 
MEMBERSHIPS 

The Species Iris Group ot 
North America (SIGNA) Board of 
Directors approved an electronic 
membership option for members 
who choose to have the SIGNA 
Newsletter delivered as a PDF by 
e-mail. The “e-SIGNA” membership 
will cost $6.00 per year or $16 
for three years. Current members 
can switch to e-mail delivery but 
no refunds will be made. The 
plan, per Rodney Barton who has 
thoroughly tested the concept, is 
to use the “group,” SIGNA_news, 
to distribute the Newsletter. Other 
Sections/Cooperating Societies 
as well as AIS are working on an 
“e-option” concept but haven’t yet 
addressed the separate dues structure 
issue. When they do join the 
e-bandwagon, as Rita Gormley touts 
it, they will have to keep John Jones, 
AIS Electronic Services & Website 
chairman, and Tom Gormley, AIS 
Membership Secretary, informed as 
the online AIS Membership option 
including the Sections/Cooperating 
Societies is used often.

by anyone who is willing to take on 
the job and do the necessary research 
and vetting.

“GRANDMA MOSES” A 

LATE BLOOMER 

150 years ago in September 1860, 
Anna Mary Robertson was born in 
New York. She was a late bloomer 
not taking up her painting career 
until age 78 when she became known 
as Grandma Moses. She was married 
to a farmer, Thomas Moses, and 
began painting after her arthritis 
stopped her needlework in 1938. She 
painted over 1,600 works that were 
acclaimed around the world. She 
died in 1961 at age 101.

HURRICANE KATRINA 

Five years ago on August 29, 2005 
Hurricane Katrina struck the Gulf 
Coast and New Orleans. It inflicted 


almost unimaginable damage. 
Pat O'Connors web site www. 
zydecoirises.com has excellent 


coverage of this catastrophe and the 
efforts to recover: “Louisiana, Recover, 
Rebuild, Rebirth.” Pat reports that, 
“The storm was beyond our control 
but the disaster was manmade and 
mainly the result of human error in 
the design and construction of the 
levees.” Some of his iris stock was in 
a New Orleans community garden 
where the 17th Street Canal levee was 
breached, on the New Orleans side of 
the canal, and let brackish water into 
the city. Those irises sat in the salt 
water in half barrels for around six 
weeks. A few were killed outright and 
all that the flood waters got into were 
damaged. The damaged ones began to 
recover after they were removed and 
replanted. They sure didn’t like salt 
water, though. If you are interested 
in what it did and don’t mind a 389k 
download of a PDF file, take a look.

As a sign that things are returning 
to normal in New Orleans, the local 
society held their first ever Louisiana 
iris show April 10-11 in City Park. 
It was held in four 20’ x 20’ tents in 
the Besthoff Sculpture Garden across 
from the entrance to the New Orleans 
Botanical Garden. Gordon Rabalais 
drove from Arnandville, LA to serve 
as Show Manager. He has done this 
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for many years in Lafayette for the 
Society for Louisiana Irises. Show 
judges Donna and Harry Wolford, 
SLI president, and Robert Treadway 
judged ‘Night Thunder’ (Morgan, 
2001) as best specimen of the show 
while ‘Crushed Ice’ (H. Pryor, 
1996/97) won the Rainbow Award 
for the most popular iris as voted by 
show visitors. I hope these folks will 
become an AIS affiliate in the future.

REMEMBERING SALT-OF-THE- 
EARTH MEMBERS 

We were saddened to learn of the 
deaths of several AIS members recently. 
As briefly mentioned in July, E. Lucille 
Pinkston (1920-2010) of Parma, ID, 
Region 11 passed away June 5, 2010 ata 
care center of natural causes. Lucille, 89, 
was born in Lewis County, Missouri 
on July 13, 1920, lived in Fresno, CA 
and Nyssa, OR, where she graduated 
from Nyssa High School in 1938. She 
married Bruce Lewis Pinkston and 
they moved to a logging camp near 
Bend, OR, where Bruce was employed 
as a logger. In 1948 they bought a gas 
station and home in Parma, ID. Lucille 
resided at their home until October of 
2009. Bruce passed away in 1983 after 45 
years of marriage to Lucille. She was the 
youngest of four children and had two 
sons. Lucille enjoyed hunting, fishing, 
collecting antique bottles and glassware 
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and her irises. She was known locally 
as “The Iris Lady,” a nickname she was 
fond of. She dabbled in hybridizing 
and registered ten irises and introduced 
five of them. ‘Owyhee Desert’ (1997) 
won an AM in 2001 while ‘Bruneau 
Jasper’ (1997) won an HM in 2000. 
Pat Canter of Winnemucca, NV is 
considering introducing Lucille’s “Lady 
Lucille’ (R. 2007). Pat is responsible for 
providing information on Lucille to 
me. In an interesting twist of fate, Pat 
was friends with Coralee Stevenson 
who moved from Nevada to Parma. 
They both became Lucille's friend and 
later Pat discovered that Lucille’s son 
Jerry Pinkston lives just up the street in 
Winnemucca! Lucille is survived by her 
two sons Jerry (Myrna) and Gale, nine 
grandchildren, 18 great-grandchildren 
and one great-great-grandchild. 


VAVOOM! ALMOST 100 GLADYS, 
ALMOST, THE “WIZARD OF ODDS” 
DEAD? IMPOSSIBLE, IMPOSSIBLE 
No one would appreciate the 
attempt at humor in this title in 
a moment of sadness more than 
Allan G. Ensminger (1912-2010). 
As much as I admired Ensminger 
irises, I enjoyed the man more. 
He had an almost cherubic sense 
of humor. Imagine how lucky the 
people of Lincoln, NE and Region 21 
were to have had him in their midst 
for so long — 1946 until this year. 
Ensminger, 98 when he died June 23, 
2010 was a former RVP (1978-1980), 
AIS Board member (1981-1983), 
Emeritus Judge, AIS Life Member, 
and founding member of the Lincoln 
Iris Society. In 1994 he was awarded 
the AIS Hybridizer’s Medal and in 
1998 the AIS Distinguished Service 
Medal. AIS Past President Jeanne 
Clay Plank said, “Allan Ensminger’s 
creatively rich, full life gifted many 
benefits to AIS which will stand in 


tribute to him as long as there is a 
Society. He was a most congenial 
man with a captivating twinkle in his 
eye and, regardless of his age, an ever- 
present youthful enthusiasm to go 
after the “different.” Pm so glad the 
AIS was lucky enough to have Allan 
Ensminger as one of its enthusiastic 
members. I bow my head and my 
heart in his honor and his memory!” 

With 107 irises introduced to 
commerce, 79 being medians, Allan 
was known as the “Wizard of Odds,” 
probably because he worked on many 
broken color flowers and came up with 
unusual names. Think ‘Batik’ (1986) 
and ‘Winsome Lose Some’ (1997). His 
AIS awards were numerous having 
won the Hans and Jacob Sass Medal 
for IBs twice, the Cook-Douglas 
Medal for SDBs, and the Knowlton 
Medal for BBs three times. The onlv 
SDB ever awarded the Franklin Cook 
Memorial Cup went to 'Vavoom' 
(1994) in 1997 and ‘Morning Show’ 
(1988), an IB, won the President’s Cup 
in 1990. His last median introduction 
was ‘Landscaping Made Easy’ (2005, 
IB). For more detailed information 
about the man and his irises, please 
refer to Gary White’s articles in the 50" 
Anniversary History Edition of The 
Mediamite, Spring 2007, and the Region 
21 Bulletin, Spring/Summer 2010. 


Allan Ensminger 
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Boomer Sooner Perry L. Parrish 
(1922-2009), 86, of Oklahoma City in 
Region 22, passed away peacefully on 
November 28, 2009. Born in Madill, 
OK on December 17, 1922, Perry 
attended the University of Oklahoma 
in the early 1940s and was an avid 
Sooner football fan. He married 
Kathryn Lee McKinney October 23, 
1943. He was preceded in death by 
Kay, his wife of 48 years, his parents, 
and three brothers. He is survived by 
two daughters: Cheryl (Mike) Quine, 
Peoria, IL and Elaine (Ron) Hukill, 
Oklahoma City; four grandchildren 
and ten great-grandchildren who 
miss their “Pappy”. His career was 
with the Concho Co where he retired 
as vice president in 1991 after 40 
years of service. His great hobby 
was Irises, growing at one time over 
1,500 varieties. His garden was a 
guest garden for both the 1988 and 
1999 AIS Conventions. Etched in 
my memory is the beautiful clump of 
‘Cover Story’ (Bellagamba, 1985) in 
front of his privacy fence in 1988, and 
the clumps of irises displayed around 
the working oil well in 1999 in his 
planting at the Betty and A. J. Skrapka 
five-acre property. A former Region 
22 RVP known locally as “Mr. Iris,” 
Perry was a founder of the Sooner 
State Iris Society and an editor of the 
Region 22 Bulletin. He was also guest 
editor of the AIS Bulletin in July 1974 
when ‘Shipshape’ (Babson, 1969) 
won the Dykes Medal. 

Two prominent AIS hybridizers, 
Carl Henry Boswell, 85, a resident 
of Concord, CA, and Glenn E 
Corlew, 85, of Walnut Creek, CA 
both of Region 14 died the same day 
July 16, 2010. 

Carl Boswell, born March 16, 
1925, passed away in Alamo, CA. He 
married LaRue Merriam, the love of 
his life, in Manti, Utah September 


17, 1949. Married for 60 years, they 
made their home in Concord. Carl 
was a U.S. Army veteran who served 
during WWII in the European 
Theater near the Battle of the Bulge. 
He received two Purple Hearts for 
wounds. His career was with Shell 
Oil in Martinez, CA for 35 years as 
an operator and writer of training 
manuals. Carl began growing irises 
in 1951 and was well-known as a 
hybridizer beginning in 1953. He 
made iris introductions in MDBs, all 
classes of medians, spurias, Japanese, 
TBs, arilbreds and arilbred medians. 
His MDB ‘Puppet Baby’ (1982) won 
the Caparne-Welch Medal in 1991; 
'Omar's Stitchery’ (2000) the C.G. 
White Medal in 2006; and six of his 
irises won William Mohr Medals. 
Carl served as president of both the 
Dwarf Iris Society and the Median 
Iris Society. Together with LaRue, 
he helped start the Mount Diablo Iris 
Society, and both were awarded the 
Region 14 Larry Gaulter Lifetime 
Achievement Award. He received 
the AIS Hybridizer’s Medal in 1997. 
More detailed coverage by Jim Morris 
is printed in the 50^ Anniversary 
Edition of The Medianite, Spring 
2007. Carl is survived by his wife 
LaRue, sons Michael (Deanne)

Boswell and Timothy (Kathy) 
Boswell, five grandchildren and 
seven great-grandchildren, and his 
16-year-old rescue cat “Munchie,” a 
Tuxedo cat. He was preceded by his 
parents and a young son Dennis. 
Glenn E Corlew, born in San 
Luis Obispo, CA, on February 20, 
1925, he lived in Walnut Creek since 
1963. He was an avid, award-winning 
photographer and iris hybridizer. A 
1948 graduate of Milligan College in 
Tennessee, his career was in personnel 
management. Glenn was a former 
RVP of Region 14 and a member of 
the Sydney B. Mitchell Iris Society. 
He registered 87 irises and introduced 
81, including one CA, two SDBs, six 
BBs, eight spurias and 64 TBs. His 
irises were awarded 49 HMs and four 
AMs for TBs ‘Acclamation’ (1980), 
‘Cherished’ (1973), and ‘Cherub 
Choir’ (1968) and BB ‘Doll Baby’ 
(1980). An Emeritus Judge, he was on 
the AIS Board of Directors as treasurer 
and director for many years through 
1998. He was preceded in death by his 
wife Nell Slay Corlew and is survived 
by his son and daughter-in-law, Curtis 
Corlew and Patricia Campbell of 
Antioch, CA; his son and daughter- 
in-law, Alan and Lorrie Corlew of 
Dallas, TX; and by six grandchildren.

A QUICK SUMMARY OF HOST 
GARDENS 

The four host gardens are all public 
gardens. Space was designated for the 
guest irises which have subsequently 
been maintained by very dedicated BC 
Iris Society members. The distance to 
the Host Gardens from downtown 
Victoria is relatively short, so we will 
not leave the hotel until after 8:30 am 
and will arrive back by mid-afternoon. 
This will give everyone time to enjoy 
more of Victoria. 

Hatley Park at Royal Roads 
University has the Master Planting. 
A large lawn area was converted into 
12 slightly raised beds with course 
wood chip paths. They are located in

a walled area that was previously used 
for vegetables, fruits, and flowers to 
supply those living on the estate. Also 
within the walled garden is a very 
lovely, recently-restored greenhouse. 
There were 717 bearded and 79 
beardless irises planted at this location. 

Glendale Gardens converted 
and expanded an unused dahlia bed 
to create five raised beds with coarse 
wood chip paths. The irises are located 
in an area below the main display 
gardens. There were 240 bearded irises 
and 45 beardless irises planted here. 

At Finnerty Gardens at the 
University of Victoria, 
perennials along a berm on the south 
side of the gardens were taken out to 
make a long linear bed next to a gravel 
path. The beardless irises have been 
fenced to keep out rabbits. There 
were 54 bearded and 55 beardless 
irises planted at Finnerty Gardens. 

Government House uses three 
existing iris beds plus one new bed for 
the bearded irises which can be viewed 
from the lawn and a gravel path. Two 
small existing perennial beds bordered 
by paved paths have been used for 
the beardless irises. There were 229 
bearded and 44 beardless irises planted 
at this location.

How I Became Infected with the Iris Virus 


To quote Bill Crosby, “I started out as a child.” Loving animals, nature and all around climbing trees and 


playing cowboys and Indians — which I always won! And so too it began with the neighborhood gardens

began from the retired seniors who lived from one end of our block to the other.

We have lots of cousins 
in Nebraska. I’ve spent many more hours visiting his 
garden and accepting his sharing of anything iris-related. 

As we attended meetings over the years, I learned a 
great deal from Dr. John Weiler, and thus the “iris virus” 
set in as a permanent resident, never to be cured. John 
also instilled in me a curiosity of all the iris family and 
their beauty, history of where they came from and, with 
Clarence Mahan’s book, who the movers and shakers 
were to bring them here. 

So here I am today, older, wiser and still having fun, 
sharing information and spreading the “iris virus” as best 
I can. As far as I am concerned, it isn’t harmful to the 
human body and brings a smile to anyone’s face.

‘Glistening Glow Worm’ is the most 
awesome iris I have ever seen. It sparkles in the 
sun like diamond dust was thrown all over it. 
Its stalk has wonderful branching. There is a 
yellow coloring creeping up the midrib on the 
standards and spreading out on the falls. I have 
hybridized almost all my crosses to Glistening 
Glow Worm. One of the best features of this iris 
is the beard. How could you miss the beard on 
this glamorous iris? It is a yellowish orange that 
is lighter in color at the base and a little darker at 
the tip. It seems like a fuzzy caterpillar worming 
out of the base of the standards. I would guess 
that the hybridizer of this fantastic iris walked 
out when it first bloomed and ran over to it to 
knock off the big worm. The falls are lovely 
lavender at the edges and they get darker as you 
up until you get to the “worm,” then blend dark 
yellow into white. The magnificent standards 
are a “Got Milk?” white with a hint of yellow 
at the midrib. This beautiful iris was hybridized 
by Marge Powell in 1993 — an “oldish” iris still 
remembered today for its ability to surprise 
you and entice you to have a closer look when 
it blooms. It always makes me grin whenever 
it blooms; which makes it my absolute favorite 
iris of all time. 


Devon Foster of Maine won the 
13 years old and up category. 


My favorite iris would have to be ‘Paul 
Black’, a tall bearded iris hybridized by 
Thomas Johnson in 2003. One reason would 
be because it was named after my favorite 
hybridizer who lives in Salem, Oregon and has 
hybridized hundreds of irises. Someday I hope 
to hybridize lots of irises like he has. 

Another reason is because I love the colors; it’s 
something likea mid purple-blue with orange beards. 
I've always liked bright-colored beards because they 
seem to make the iris look more exciting. 

The third reason is because its great show stalks 
have won it many awards, such as the Honorable 
Mention, the Walther Cup, the Award of Merit and 
Wister Award as well as many show awards.

TUCSON AREA IRIS SOCIETY WAS, LIKE MANY CLUBS 
AROUND THE COUNTRY, RELUCTANT TO VOLUNTEER 
TO HOST A TREK. Members are few, and our funds are 
limited. The last trek we hosted in 2005 was a success, 
but ended up costing our treasury. So, we decided to 
experiment with a new strategy, one that reduced the 
cost to the club and effort on the part of members. I 
agreed to chair the effort and handle the guest rhizomes. 
Our treasurer Maxine Fifer agreed to handle the 
registrations and booklet information. Four wonderful 
garden owners agreed to host the irises and various TAIS 
members helped in the gardens and at the meetings. 
Karen Bergamo of New Mexico volunteered to give a 
one-hour classroom judges’ training on ethics. Gerry 
Snyder agreed to do in-garden judges training. Hugh and 
Jennifer Stout of Dancing Tree Iris Garden in Oklahoma 
City agreed to come to Tucson and put on a program. 
The Stouts brought gift certificates and Richard Richards 
brought pots of Iris unguicularis for door prizes. 

This years spring trek was an experiment in 
simplifying putting on a spring trek taking it to the bare 
bones. It was a deliberate effort to eliminate anything

not absolutely necessary, but still carry on all the basic 
functions needed to accomplish a spring meeting. We 
had four wonderful garden owners who did the bulk 
of the work, planting and caring for the guest irises. We 
had a wonderful selection of newer irises sent to us from 
fabulous hybridizers in and out of our region. We had 
gardens to tour, speakers, judges’ trainings, awards and 
lots of fun. We held our board meeting and convention 
committee meeting. We awarded trophies to the 
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hybridizers of the winning irises. What we didn’t have 
were expensive busses, hotel contracts, fancy booklets, 
keepsakes, boutiques, raffles or edible goodies in the 
gardens. 

People planned and joined together to carpool to the 
gardens. We luckily found a well-located and reasonably 
priced hotel that did not demand a contract and provided 
a room for our meetings. Bottled water and porta-potties 
were provided at the gardens. Lunch was not provided. 
Instead everyone was on their own for lunch, and no one 
starved! We had one catered meal for the awards banquet, 
supplied by a cafe across the street from the hotel. The 
booklet was two large pieces of paper printed on both 
sides. There was a map of gardens, list of all the guest 
irises, schedule and ballot for awards. What else do you 
actually, truly need? 

The registration fee of $40 covered the banquet 
meal, porta-potties, garden markers, printing and 
miscellaneous expenses. The region donation of $1,000 
covered the transportation, lodging and expenses for our 
two speakers. We had about 70 attendees. When all was 
tallied at the end, we came out $62 in the black. There is 
still all the work of digging the guest irises and shipping 
them to region affiliates for auction. These auctions will 
distribute newer irises to our member’s gardens and the 
funds derived will help fund the next spring trek. 

The challenges of putting on regional and national 
tours in an “all-out” fashion are daunting to many clubs. 
We have become spoiled! It is wonderful to enjoy busses, 
gifts, full meals, fancy refreshments, tons of door prizes 
and all the rest, but those things have a cost in money and 
effort. Not all clubs are capable of pulling off a full-service 
trek, and attendees also have to pay for all those “freebies” 
one way or another. Tucson decided to give the bare bones 
style a try and we are proud of the results! We hope that 
other clubs will be consider trying something similar to 
our approach so it's possible to keep having treks to attend. 
We have to be willing to try new ways of doing things, and 
be willing to take more responsibility ourselves to keep 
these events going. Change is inevitable — let’s figure out 
ways to adapt and keep doing what we love. 


Seedling Trial Gardens

THERE HAS BEEN MUCH CHATTER IN THE IRIS CHAT 
FORUMS LATELY AS WELL AS IN THE PAST REGARDING 
THE GROWABILITY OF BEARDED IRIS CULTIVARS. Many 
speak of their disappointment with various cultivars 
from certain hybridizers, newer varieties, and even 
Dykes Medal recipients, which seem to get the brunt of 
the ire. This chatter has worked its way around a couple 
of times to the subject of trial gardens that evaluate 
registered and/or introduced cultivars and seedlings 
submitted by various hybridizers. This got me thinking 
how this concept might be useful in a broader and more 
useful way. So I posted this proposal online: 

“Pm guessing this is how many hybridizers feel and 
there is no reason they shouldn’t. Many of us hybridizers 
have seedlings that

Some of us 
contact each other to see if we can trade or purchase these 
seedlings that we have posted pictures of or described. 
Maybe we could create a forum where hybridizers 
can post pictures of these plants “in limbo” for others 
to purchase or trade with what they have or maybe 
even something like the ASI Plant Sale where it can be 
centrally distributed from. This allows others to access the 
unique genetics a particular plant may have that may not 
be introduction-worthy and the hybridizer/introducer 
doesn’t feel they have to hold on to it and propagate for 
years until they are just willing to let it go. I know I have 
a few like that and would like something to come of them 
and have had them for years. At some point I will just let 
them go and make room for other things. This also reduces 
the amount of actual registrations and introductions dealt 
with and money can still be made on them and it is not

simply lost from disinterest in it. Plus if enough really good 
feedback is given on one seedling you might change your 
mind and you go ahead and introduce it.” 

A few have discounted this proposal as “iris censorship,” 
detrimental to the quality of irises in general or detrimental 
to AIS goals. Those milestones have already been passed as 
evidenced by the sheer number of poor cultivars currently 
in distribution. Promoting the proper growth of a plant is 
always in the Society’s best interest, and so far we are falling 
a bit short on that issue. Whether you want your seedlings 
to be “judged” or not is out of your control. They will be 
anyway. This proposed idea doesn’t restrict hybridizers 
from registering their plants. In my opinion, it would’ve 
been nice if someone along the line had said “no” to a 
particular cultivar at the time it 
was registered (yes, I do have a 
few cultivars in mind actually). 

Our plan as it 
stands is to have a reporting 
system that will allow AIS 
members results 
of the seedling trials in the 
Bulletin much as is done with 
9 9 registered cultivars. This is not 

simply to hold the hybridizer 
accountable but to hold a seedling to standards so that 
we all can see what it can do and where it can do it before 
it is registered. This is not an awards system, and the AIS 
would not officially be involved, unless of course they 
choose to be. It simply gives the seedling credit for its 
adaptability. Hybridizers who participate will be noted 
as such, but not associated with the seedling code for 
discretionary purposes. Those who don’t participate can 
simply letthe chips fall where they may (the currentsystem 
for the majority of hybridizers). This also has a long- 
term benefit of increasing and promoting membership 
by allowing people to grow irises who are wary from 
past experiences and giving a sense of participation in 
the registration and introduction process. The result of 
what becomes of a seedling is still up to the hybridizer. 
It is possible that these unregistered seedlings could be 
distributed and sold in another fashion other than as an

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official introduction. 

The proposal got a few people’s interest up and has 
now progressed toward setting up a program where 
small trial gardens would exist in various climates, 
regions and growing conditions to evaluate a variety of 
irises. Currently six individuals (including myself) have 
confirmed interest in moving forward with this project. 
We need many more though. I would like to get so many 
to respond that we won’t have enough seedlings to give 
everyone. We also need to try to make sure that the group 
is diverse. For example, if you and your best friend are 
in the same climate zone, both of you are not likely to 
be chosen unless your garden conditions are different 
enough to justify that. One person might be on a south 
facing hill, the other in a moist area with dappled sun. 
That is excellent but that situation would also mean you 
likely would not get the same types of irises. 

With this article I am making a formal request to the 
AIS membership. I am seeking out those who would like 
to participate as a trial garden sponsor or as a submitting 
hybridizer, or both! I know you all want details so 
here is the breakdown. Some of this has potential to be 
tweaked as the program progresses. It really depends on 
the commitment of the participants involved. 

To start, both trialers and hybridizers will fill out 
a short form describing their growing conditions and 
pertinent information to allow the plants to be distributed 
properly. This profile information will be distributed to 
all participants. 


PARAMETERS FOR TRIALERS 

You must be able to grow at least five seedlings of 
whichever iris type you are currently growing or are 
able to grow in your area, and have satisfactory cultural 
conditions to do so. You will note on the form how 
many clumps you can accommodate. Each year you 
will confirm your space availability for receipt of new 
seedlings to test. For example, if you are able to grow 
five seedlings and you are sent five that year and all 
continue to grow the next season you will not receive 
any new ones unless you specify that you are increasing 
your allotted space available on your profile form. 

You must have dedicated space to grow the plants 
submitted to you for evaluation. This means the plants need 
to be left in place to establish and observe their performance 
for a minimum of three years. These are un-trialed seedlings 
so some will not always (or ever) look good. If you are 
adverse to ugly or poorly growing plants in your garden, 
this might not be a project for you to take on. 

This requires the trialer to be objective about a plant 
and its flower regardless of type, size, color or form. In 
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effect the trialer cannot choose to grow, for example, just 
blacks, ruffled, tetraploids, PBF or dwarfs. However 
not everybody can grow arilbreds, Louisianas, PCNs, 
or TBs. If you specify that you can’t grow a particular 
type, then you won't be sent that type. Each plant 
must be evaluated on its own merits and faults and that 
information returned to the hybridizer. 

Each year an evaluation form will be completed 
for each seedling and sent by email or snail-mail to the 
moderator. The evaluation form will have all pertinent 
characteristics to be recorded. Too much detail would be 
very time consuming and too little obviously won’t tell 
us enough except if it grew well or not. If the hybridizer 
sent you the form themselves, we will both need a copy 
returned. You may even add a photo of the plant or 
flower for us to see. 

The trialer does not have to be a “show garden” or on 
any tour lists, although those are welcome to participate if 
that is the case. Registered cultivars are good for comparison. 

After the trial of a particular seedling is over (per the 
hybridizer) the plant material will be sent back to the 
Hybridizer unless they specify they do not want it or it 
died. You are allowed to keep one or two rhizomes for 
yourself if you like. If one just dies you may request a 
new seedling to trial. 

You may use a seedling as a pollen parent. However, 
using the seedling as a pod parent drains its resources. You 
may use it as a pod parent in its second evaluation season 
if given permission by the hybridizer pending its growth. 


PARAMETERS FOR HYBRIDIZERS 

Select your seedlings you want to be trialed and submit 
an evaluation form and the number of rhizomes being 
submitted by the end of June (for beardeds). Rhizomes 
are to be dug and sent mid-August. Have at least two 
rhizomes to send to the trialer. Obviously don’t submit 
all that you have. Keep in mind the more rhizomes you 
can submit, the more accurate the results could be. The 
seedlings submitted should be ones that are seriously 
being considered for registration and introduction. 
However, for the first few years of the project, those 
that are simply being evaluated as breeding stock (such 
as to test for warmth tolerance or cold tolerance) will 
not be excluded until such time as it is overwhelmingly 
necessary to do so. 

Mail your rhizomes to the moderator or directly to the 
trialer if you choose. You may select specific trialers based 
on their submitted profiles to send your plant material 
to. Hopefully you would send them to a climactically 
different area than the plant came from. If you are using 
up a particular trialer’s allotted space as stated on their 


information form, this needs to be communicated to the 
moderator (so I don’t send them any more to grow). 

Email or snail-mail a copy of the evaluation form 
to the moderator. The form has yet to be created but 
it will not be tediously long but not so short as to be 
meaningless. A spot to add a picture will also be included. 
I will forward each evaluation form to each trialer if I’m 
the one distributing the rhizomes. If you choose your 
trialer for your seedlings and you send them your plant 
material, we will both need a copy. 

You, the hybridizer decides when a seedling’s test 
period is over. At that time the trialer will mail the plant 
material back to you if you want it. The trialer will be 
allowed to keep one or two rhizomes if they choose. 
You, the hybridizer, have increased your stock of this 
plant without taking up your garden space and you have 
only lost a year or two for introduction and gotten some 
good cultural information about it to boot. 

In conclusion the following are thoughts to consider. 
To properly set this up, and for practicality, I don’t think 
it should officially start until next year (2011), with 
the delivery of rhizomes in late summer. That allows 
the hybridizers the time to decide what they want to 
send (assuming they have enough plant material, which 
they should get back after evaluation if they want it) 
and the trial garden owners the time to plan and make 
room if they need to. I think at least two rhizomes of 
each seedling should be sent to be trialed in at least 
three garden sites outside of the region they originated 
in. The rhizomes should probably be of blooming size 
with at least two increases, but that might be pushing it 
for some plants depending on their age. If a hybridizer 
has been evaluating a seedling for at least three years, 
they should have a decent sized clump to divide. If it 
is a poor grower, the hybridizer should specifically 
pick where the seedling should be tested based on the 
trialer profiles. Depending on the amount of space a trial 
garden can afford to use, the trialer could receive plants 
each year and after the third year of participation could 
rotate seedlings in and out. I think each seedling should 
be trialed at least three bloom seasons. Some may pass 
at two years if the trialer feels that their seasons were 
normal for them and no abnormal weather or garden 
conditions were generally detrimental to their growth. 
The hybridizer could request it go the full three seasons 
or longer perhaps. Yes, it is a commitment. Things do 
happen in life (and in the garden) and those things will 
be dealt with as they happen. I wouldn’t let that detract 
from the desire to make the effort. For those who are 
interested in participating or have questions please email 
myirisdreams@earthlink.net. 
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lris stocksii: Your Day is Coming

| SPENT ONE SLEEPLESS HOUR AFTER ANOTHER ON A 
LONDON-BOUND FLIGHT IN LATE MAY WALKING THE 
AISLE WHILE STARING AT AN UNCONSCIOUS PLANELOAD. 
I tried to play catch-up. Two glasses of airline wine and an 
Ambien didn’t do a bit of good. A day later I called on Tony 
Hall cross-eyed with jet lag. Sleep walking for a couple of 
hours around the Royal Botanic Gardens at Kew seems 
now like a dream — full of memories of a friend. 

I tumbled out of the car on Kew Road at Primrose 
House and graciously agreed to be picked-up sooner or later. 
Later preferred. I feared sooner since neither Kew Gardens 
nor precious time with Tony Hall should be done on the 
fly. Hall has retired—sort of—he was for nearly thirty years 
the Manager of Kew’s Alpine Unit that included the care of 
alpine plants and bulbs and oversight of the Alpine House 
and Woodland Garden. Hall is renowned for his knowledge 
of Iris and is the leading authority on Juno iris and working 
toward a botanical monograph. Kew continues to provide 
facilities for Hall’s Juno Project. Tony buzzed me in and was 
eager to get moving. A special package had just arrived — 
four bulbs and nearly 50 seeds of the very rare Iris stocksii. 

Juan Piek, a South African, working for security forces in 
Afghanistan found the Juno iris in Kajaki in Helmand Province 
and told Hall that he would put the collection in the mail. A 
month went by and Tony worried that it had gotten lost, but, 
fortunately, Piek had waited until he was safely home before 
posting the rare species. Piek, was according to Hall, “...a 
lover of plants, especially Proteas...not especially Junos.” Piek 
ran the risk of landmines in a battle-scarred desert landscape, 
and avoided the crosshairs of feuding warlords and resurgent 
local terrorist networks. At stake in Helmand is the rich opium 
crop. Forty percent of the world’s production comes from this 
province, an area described by the New York Times as: ” 
Afghanistan’s most dangerous land.” 

There may soon be a land rush after an internal Pentagon 
memo recently suggested Afghanistan might become 
the “Saudi Arabia of lithium." (Lithium is used to power 
laptops.) General Petraeus, Commander of U.S. Central 
Command, cites this vast reserve and other rich mineral 
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deposits for their “stunning potential.” Not quite lost in this 
land grab has been Piek’s prize — Iris stocksii who's vital 
DNA is being mapped at Kew. It’s doubtful that the species 
will power-up anything but the fertile imagination of a few 
talented botanists, molecular scientists and horticulturists 
whose creative gifts won’t cause much stir — except among a 
handful — for its stunning potential. The interested handful, 
though, can’t wait to see what happens. But, they may have 
to wait awhile. 

Tony Hall will try to mimic conditions indigenous to 
the dry, stony slopes of central and southern Afghanistan 
and neighboring Baluchistan, around Quetta, in western 
Pakistan at an elevation range between 3,773-8858 feet. 
He'll grow the Iris in special glass frames for many years 
to come, trying to coax them into bloom. In nature, Iris 
stocksii endures cold, dry winters and emerges with spring 
snowmelt, or the first rains, between March and April. 
After producing seeds the plants soon go dormant again, 
surviving the intense summer heat (113?F) and prolonged 
dry period with the aid of fleshy roots and bulbs. 

Hall was chomping at the bit. He wanted to hand deliver 
the parcel to Kew's Jodrell Laboratory. Dr. Mark Chase, one 
of the world's leading molecular scientists would conduct a 
DNA analysis and add his findings to the matrix for Junos. 
Hall understood the importance: “Iris stocksii is such an 
important and morphologically unusual iris; it must be added 
to the tree." We crossed the street into the gardens through 
the Shaft Yard Gate and wandered toward the Jodrell, past 
the Palm House and into the rock garden. We paused at the 
luxuriant, blue- flowering Iris cycloglossa. This tuberous, 
clove-scented species, native to Herat Province in Northwest 
Afghanistan, is a Juno more receptive to garden cultivation, 
perhaps because it grows in moist meadows which is not 
usually the case with Junos. Tony told me it had just the 
day before been awarded the Royal Horticultural Society’s 
distinguished First Class Certificate at the Chelsea Flower 
Show. This was turning-out to be a big week for Juno iris. 

Just beyond the rock garden we stopped at the new 
Alpine House. The previous “new” Alpine House had been 
completed in 1979 when I was an International Trainee. 
Now it’s gone. (It seemed like only yesterday!) The Jodrell 
needed more room. Tony muttered something about 
missing the past two Alpine Houses (the earlier version, 
next to the Order Beds, now holds a bonsai collection. Tony, 


nostalgic for the past, shook his head and said great things 
had been accomplished in both these old alpine houses. “I 
heard that,” Kate Price barked back. Kate is growing good 
things, too. She is the Team Leader for the Alpine House 
and Woodland Garden. Tony knows Price is growing good 
things and tells me quietly, but not so she can hear. Price has 
just returned from North Carolina and was on a study trip 
not far from where I had been in the mountains of north 
Georgia just a few weeks before. Tony Hall is getting antsy 
and excuses himself so that he can deliver the goods to Mark 
Chase at the Jodrell while I linger in the Alpine House. 

Kate Price while hand-watering, climbing among the 
landscaped rocks, looked over species that are a world 
apart from the temperate woodland species of the Southern 
Appalachians. She described a few species she was tending 
in the Alpine House for rarity, rudeness and a good laugh. 

“For rarity the critically endangered and not enormously 
appealing Centaurea akamantis, from the Avgas Gorge in 
SW Cyprus, where it grows on near vertical, north-facing and 
permanently shaded walls. For sheer rudeness, the shocking 
dinner-plate-sized flowers with flesh-pink, hairy interiors to 
the spathe of the Helicodiceros muscivorus, which emit an 
evil and powerful scent (said to mimic the stench of a rotting 
seagull chick) to attract pollinators to their Mediterranean 
sea-cliff habitat. For provenance (and comedy value), the 
smiley faces of the Calceolaria uniflora, from the wastes of 
Patagonia. The white ‘grin’ on their faces is a sweet structure, 
pecked at by birds, which then inadvertently pollinate the 
flowers as they move between them.” 

Takemi lida figures into this story. He was a brilliant 
horticulturist who defied normal characterization. 


Iris stocksii 
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Disheveled in dress but a stickler for detail; he was precise 
with his hands (he enjoyed woodworking and knitting); he 
was self-possessed and well liked — a lover of Shakespeare 
bound for tragedy. He is also the reason Tony Hall and I 
keep in touch. Tony and I were acquaintances when I was at 
Kew in 1978-79 (International Trainees were the lowest on 
the Kew totem pole) but we both shared a close friendship 
with lida, a native of Japan, who was a Kew Diploma 
student. Iida was destined for greatness, but worked 
himself to death and died of a heart attack over fifteen years 
ago. The news didn’t settle well with either one of us. Tony 
and I have kept-up contact with one another, along with 
an occasional visit, to keep Takemi's memory alive. Takemi 
would have loved this iris story. I can picture him, firing- 
up a cigarette and laughing at the obsessive foolishness that 
Hall will go through in order to bring this to bloom. Iris 
stocksii hasn't been grown in cultivation in decades. All 
attempts have failed. Another Juno, Iris postit, took 12 years 
of coddling before flowering. Tony Hall knows it’s crazy. 

It doesn’t matter. This rare species was plucked from 
the wild — the truly wild Afghanistan. Tony might not 
finish the job but someone will. Piek’s prize was shared 
with Henrik Zetterlund of the Gothenburg Botanical 
Gardens in Sweden and a few other Juno aficionados. Hall 
knows that Iris stocksii will someday, somewhere come into 
flower for the first time in garden cultivation. And Tony 
and I know Takemi lida would be enjoying it all. 

The rest of my traveling companions arrived two hours 
later, just as I was finishing a pub lunch of cod, chips and 
mushy peas on Kew Green with Tony at the Rose and Crown. 
“How'd it go?” they asked. I replied “Well, there was this iris.” 
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Growing Irises in the Ccccold!

WHEN | FIRST TRIED TO GROW IRISES BACK IN THE 
EARLY 1980S, THERE WASN'T ANYONE ELSE GROWING 
TOO MANY IN MY AREA, ASIDE FROM THAT OLD WHITE 
AND LAVENDER UNKNOWN THAT MANY OF US HAVE IN 
OUR GARDENS. I had no one to tell me how to grow 
them for the prairie cold extremes. I hate to tell you how 
many TBs I killed those first few years, before deciding 
I just couldn't grow them. Then, I came across some 
SDBs blooming in pots at a local nursery and it was love 
at first sight! A new obsession was born. 

I plunked them all in my garden, planting them at 
the same height as they were in the pot. The greenhouse 
should know the correct planting depth I thought, right? 
Over the next five years, they thrived and increased and 
bloomed wonderfully well. I still bought more whenever 
I could find them, labeled or not, but mostly not. 

This was before the Internet, of course, so very few 
of the seed catalogues I used to order from actually had any 
iris. Then I discovered a little article in a magazine about 
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SDB ‘Butterscotch Carpet’ (Chapman, 1994), which had 
just won an award, and it gave Chuck Chapman’s address 
for his catalogue. The obsession was given full reign! 1 
ordered around 75 to 100 iris every year over the next 
few years, from various sources. Now, my collection 
totals well over 1,000 different irises, including species, 
Siberians, spuria, and Japanese iris. Close to 200 of them 
are historic as well. I specialize in dwarfs and medians, 
which comprise about half of my collection. 

AIS garden judge training has been held here twice, 
so we now have two AIS garden judges in Manitoba, 
Canada — me, and my friend, Barbara-Jean Jackson. 

I try to have two clumps of each variety, as my own 
backup, although that doesn’t always work out as planned. 
Still, you can imagine that my three-acre garden plus four 
nursery beds are quite full with mostly irises. I should 
mention that the soil here is heavy clay. I do amend with 
topsoil, and the nursery beds are raised and filled with just 
topsoil as well. The topsoil here is pretty much just finely 


processed clay in the end, with some peat moss added. 1 
plant all irises just barely covered with soil. By the time 
you factor in rain, the rhizomes are all just slightly visible. 

Over time, and many trials and tribulations, I've 
discovered that new bearded irises fare much better if 
they’re planted no later than the end of July, especially TBs, 
and that we get at least three to six inches of snow cover 
before a hard killing frost. I don’t mulch any of my garden, 
as my garden is too large to spare the time, plus I don’t want 
to interfere with the plants’ natural ability to survive. 

Most years, I know I can expect around 10% losses, 
due mainly to the vagaries of spring freeze-thaw cycles 
rather than to winter cold. I've been keeping track since 
the mid-1980s, and there's rarely a variance above or 
below 10%. Over time, I’ve also learned to always swish 
new irises in 1096 bleach solution, then rinse in clean 
water, no matter where they're from, either just up the 
road, from Ontario, the US, or even Australia and Italy. 

Some years, I’ve tried two new rhizomes of the 
same iris. One will survive and the second one won't, 
or sometimes even both don’t survive their first winter/ 
spring. Pll give those another try before giving up on 
them. With all plants, I give them 3 chances to make it 
here — that’s it! I plant all new irises in one of my three 
nursery beds in full sun so I can keep an eye on them all. 

With the freeze-thaw cycle in early spring, some new 
iris, especially MDBs and SDBs, are sometimes lifted 
right out of the soil, even though they were growing well 
before fall arrived. I gently press those back into the soil,

and most survive that bit of trauma. It’s when it happens 
repeatedly, that the losses start to appear. I sometimes 
put sand on newly planted rhizomes, and they aren’t 
lifted out of the soil as often, but some still do somehow 
get pushed right out of the soil again. 

With other rhizomes, I’ve occasionally noticed 
they’ve pulled themselves under the soil by about 2”. 
After clearing away the excess soil, I’ve checked that iris 
again about a week or so later, and it had again pulled 
itself under the soil. I wish I'd noted the names of those 
few, but spring is always such a busy time here. 

Although I do try to order by as 
many hybridizers as possible, some just don’t thrive 
here, after many tries. Cultivars hybridized by Chuck 
Chapman, Paul Black, the Willott's, Allan Ensminger 
and Bennett Jones, to name but a few, all generallv do 
verv well here in mv Zone 3 garden. 

The last three vears here have been challenging 
throughout spring and summer as well, due to high 
amounts of rainfall, and cooler than normal temperatures 
in earlv spring, sometimes after a week ot high 
temperatures. I've discovered iris rot after the irises have 
finished blooming, which never used to happen. 

Still, when all is said and done, the survivors are the 
ones I recommend to those new to growing iris. After all, 
I do have an amazing collection of irises, growing under 
hard conditions. I love them dearly, each and every one! 
It’s been a heck of a lot of work, but I wouldn’t give up 
my iris garden for anything.

P ME an oasis filled with an incredible palette of plants 
and color. Peonies galore, a complete Dykes Medal 
collection and flowering lilacs among over 350 trees made 
this one place no one was in a hurry to leave. And smack 
dab in the middle was an old corn silo housing some of the 
most beautiful birds we'd ever seen, including red golden 
pheasants, all enjoying the attention. 

It was obvious that the Beckers are long time 
members of AIS and that Carl has served as president 
of the Wisconsin Iris Society from 2002 to 2008. Great 
clumps were the norm here. Among those really showing 
their stuff was the perfectly formed, soft lavender, tall 
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bearded ‘Royal Sterling’ (2005) of Keith Keppel’s. 
Another that really impressed convention attendees was 
the border bearded ‘Ruffled Rascal’ by Francis Rogers. 
A 2009 introduction, this violet blue, ruffled median kept 
popping up on the radar throughout the convention. 

Tom Johnson’s ‘Secretary’ (2006) is a striking mulberry 
rose plicata with tangerine beards that lit up the camera as 
did Paul Black’s ‘All My Dreams’ (2009) with its gorgeous 
blend of peaches and white with big orange beards. 

Joe Ghio was well represented and two that really 
shined were his 2009 introduction “Be Original’ with 
its rich apricot standards over white falls with orchid 
bands, and his seedling 03-95U with its soft pastel pink 
standards standing over wide light orchid falls and 
touched off with red-orange beards. 

We want to thank Carl and Erika for sharing their 
outstanding garden with all of us and for their warm 
German hospitality. If there was a hall of fame for 
exceptional tour gardens, we would definitely recommend 
this one take its rightful place there. A big thanks also 
to the Madison Area Iris Society for providing us with 
some great memories.

| Located 
southeast of Madison in Janesville, WI, this twenty-acre 
gem is just over twenty-five years old. It contains many 
international gardens, mature trees, a fern and moss 
garden and an impressive hosta collection. Rock River 
runs through the garden, and its two lakes are spring fed. 
Every area of the garden was immaculately maintained. 
Evidently this is all accomplished by a few employees 
and a crew of many dedicated volunteers. Well done! 

The iris plantings were located in two separate areas 
and totaled approximately 500 cultivars. Since bloom 
was just past peak, this gave the late blooming TBs and 
beardless varieties the opportunity to shine. 

The smaller of the two gardens featured a Wishing 
Well in the center. Here, we noted the following favorite 
TBs. ‘Brighten Your Day’ (Ernst, 2008), the brightest 
of yellows with red-brown fall veins and speckling, and 
yellow-orange beards. This made a nice clump with well- 
branched stalks. “Sassy Tart’ (Ernst, 2007), a vigorous 
amoena that reminds one of a more vivid ‘Owyhee 
Desert’ (by the late Lucille Pinkston. The falls have a 
yellow ground with all-over red speckles and the lemon 
pencil edges finish the flower. ‘Icelandic Sea’ (Larry 
Johnson, 2008), a well-budded neglecta with pretty sky 
blue beards. ‘Helpless Romantic’ (Ghio, 2009), a lovely 
clean pink-peach iris with ample coral beards. 

'Fallalerv' (Ben Johnson, 2010) was a very lacy yellow 
with yellow-orange beards. 'Tumalo Sunset’ (Schreiner, 
2009) was bright yellow-orange with red beards. This one 
was staked but we loved the bright colors. ‘Epiphany’ 
(Hedgecock, 2008), nice lacy peach-pink with coral 
beards. ‘Liberty Classic’ (L. Painter, 2008), a big bold 
deep purple on white plicata set off with deep purple 
styles and lavender beards. Impressive! ‘Cloud Illusion’ 
(W. Moores, 2008) was oyster white over cream, washed 
lavender, darker down the fall centers. The beards are old 
gold, lavender at the ends. Effective appearance. ‘Double 
Ringer’ (Ernst, 2007), a pretty creation in cream with 
an inside neon yellow fall band plus an outside cream 
fall band. Hafts are marked with brown eyelashes and 
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the beards are an orange juice color. 
Very unique iris! ‘By Design’ (Kerr, 
2005), nicely shaped flowers in pale 
lavender over grape with orange 
beards and white haft veins. 

This smaller iris garden was 
bordered with lovely 
perennials, including a beautiful 
red yarrow (Achillea millefolium 
“Terra Cotta’). A Norway maple tree 
‘Princeton Gold’ shone in the sun 
as one looked out at the lake where 
both swimming and fishing areas 
were available. 

To get to the larger iris garden, 
we walked through the Japanese 
Garden. It is thoughtfully laid out 
around a small lake with charming 
bridges and walking paths, much of 
it shaded. 


In the larger iris garden, the 


many 


beardless irises were performing 
beautifully and the spurias were even 
beginning to open. Favorite beardless 
irises were as follows. The SPEC-X 
‘Chinese Rose Bauble’ (Niswonger, 
2009) was a delightful surprise with 
blooms in rose with a blue blaze. 
This Z. typhifolia cross blooms with 
the early medians, and what we were 
seeing was repeat bloom. Certainly a 
nice bonus. SPEC-X “Wooly Bully’ 
(Jill Copeland, 2006) was a vigorous 
amethyst bitone which glows. The 
Siberian ‘Yellowtail’ (Jim Copeland, 
2006) was cream with yellow signals 
and green veins growing in a large 
clump. Siberian ‘Star Lion’ (M. 
Smith, 2006) was very ruffled rosy 
lilac over amethyst edged raspberry 
on the fall sides and the standard 
edges. Siberian seedling, 2007-3 by 
Jim Copeland was very ruffled light 
blue overlaid rose in the falls with 
turquoise styles and double-lobed 


green signals outlined in bright blue. 
What an outstanding creation for 
future introduction. 

Siberian ‘Ruffles and Flourishes’ 
(Hollingworth, 2002) presented a 
well-grown clump in rosy raspberry 
set off with tri-colored signals of 
gold, pink veined lime, and bright 
blue. Siberian ‘Kilauea’ (M. Smith, 
2006) had multiple buds in sooty red- 
purple with blue signals. Fisherman 
Jim Copeland’s Siberian ‘Hooked 
Again’ (2006) was a large clump in 
rosy lavender with turquoise styles 
and signal veins. The bright Siberian 
‘Crimson Cloisonne’ (Aitken, 2005) 
was a “come hither” iris in deep 
red-violet with rosy styles and olive 
signals outlined in pink. “Iree of 
Songs’ (Schafer/Sacks, 2006) was a 
Siberian that was a floral clump in 
light yellow over deep yellow with 
yellow style arms. This iris was 
deserving of the Franklin Cook Cup 
which it won in a landside vote by 
the convention attendees. 

As mentioned earlier, the spurias 
had begun blooming and ‘Breezy 
Day’ (Cadd, 2006) presented in dark 
lavender with a yellow spot while 
‘Moonlight Shy’ (Cadd, 2002) was 
cream with a lemon fall wash. 

Many tall bearded irises were 
still attracting attention and 
posing for pictures. “Orange Titan’ 
(Aitken, 2007) was a nicely shaped 
peach with lighter fall centers and 
the reddest beards we have ever 
seen. ‘Lecture’ (T. Johnson, 2006) 
bloomed as a wide violet bitone 
with orange beards. ‘Kylie Lynn’ 
(Grumbine, 2001) was amethyst 
with outstanding blue beards. 
Seedling AM-04/1633-1 by Anton 
Mego was bubble ruffled in honey 
gold over orchid and edged light 
gold. “Wild Angel’ (T. Johnson, 
2006) was white with mostly orchid 
falls but with lemon hafts and fall 
edges. The flowers are set off with 
light orange beards. It is distinctive. 


‘Scented Wonder’ (T. Johnson, 
2007) is well-named as it smells 
like gardenias! It presented in pale 
lavender as a bitone with light gold 
hafts and fall ends with tangerine 
beards. ‘Betty Zimmerman’ (H. 
Nichols, 2006) has good form and 
substance in palest lavender with 
amethyst veining and plicata dots. 
The beards are lavender tipped 
golden yellow. ‘Dozen Roses’ 
(Meininger, 2008) was a ruffled 
raspberry with orange beards and 
flared form. ‘Blanca Peak’ (D. Miller, 
2007) was a shapely formed tall 
white with big bright yellow beards. 
‘Caveman’ (Worel, 2009) gives a 
greenish effect in pale citrus gold 
with gold hafts and light lavender fall 
centers and with shocking midnight 
blue-black beards. 

‘In Living Color’ (Black, 2004) 
was a bright yellow over mauve 
edged bright yellow with a lavender 
fall wash, and light orange beards. 
‘French Lilacs’ (Keppel, 2008) grew 
a nice clump in lavender, bluer in 
the standards and pinker in the falls. 
‘Versailles’ (Keppel, 2007) was white 
over violet with tangerine beards. 
‘Blowing Kisses’ (Keppel, 2007) 
appears baby pink over rosy orchid 
with pink in the fall centers and coral 
beards, pink at the ends. This formed 
a beautiful clump and stood up very 
straight. “Silk Road’ (Keppel, 2008) 
was an ‘Edith Wolford’ type, yellow 
over blue-lavender with yellow 
hafts. It displayed more buds and 
ruffles than typical for its ancestor. 

‘Just A Kiss Away’ (Baumunk, 
2009) was viewed as warm apricot 
over yellow with orange beards 
with excellent stalks. ‘Exhibitionist’ 
(Baumunk, 2009) palest 
lavender over orchid veined darker, 
with orange hafts and ample orange 
beards. ‘Venita Faye’ (Keppel, 2008) 
was light pink over rosy-lavender 
with pink styles and really pink 
beards. ‘Orchid Dove’ (D. Spoon, 


was 


2007), first runner-up for the Franklin 
Cook Cup was lavender with lighter 
edging on both standards and falls, 
giving it a misty look. ‘Absolute 
Treasure’ (Tasco 06) is aptly named. 
It was a ruffled pale blue with cream 
beards. This vigorous grower was 
standing tall and beautiful. 

Oh! There was a national peony 
show in progress through which 
we tip-toed, following instructions 
to lower our voices as judging was 
taking place. This was our first 
experience seeing a peony show, so 
we found it interesting that they were 
displayed in quart milk bottles with 
the dairy names visible, something 
not allowed in iris shows. The array 
of magenta, red, pink and white was 
impressive but could not compare 
to the incredible range of colors in 
today’s irises. 

We certainly appreciate the hard 
work of Mark Dwyer, the Rotary 
Gardens’ Director of Horticulture, 
as he and his crew of volunteers made 
us feel welcome in these beautiful, 
well-grown gardens. 
was so impressed! Thank you for a 
wonderful time.

the fourth day, when you finally board the bus for the 
gardens, you are already worn out but ready for iris 
bliss. Add some sparkling bus companions to the mix 
and it’s no wonder you can laugh for three days straight. 
I had a blast. 

Our bus toured Meadowbrook Gardens on the 
second day of tours. Meadowbrook is the home of 
Francis and Ruth Rogers. The gardens are surrounded 
by huge maple and fir trees, providing us with shelter 
from the drizzle and shade in the sunshine that followed. 
Both Francis and Ruth are hybridizers and have been 
introducing irises since the early 1980s. The convention 
was dedicated to Francis and fellow Region 8 hybridizer 
Jack Worel. It’s wonderful to see a region show such 
appreciation for their hybridizers. 

Francis’s own TB ‘Around We Go’ (2009), rust 
standards and red-black falls with yellow shoulders and 
a band of rust, was in bloom as was Ruth’s TB ‘Born To 
Please’ (2006), with yellow standards, falls of lavender 
with a pale rim, gold shoulders and mustard beards — all 
displayed on three nice branches. 

The early boom season didn’t leave a lot of the 
medians in bloom. The MTB ‘Dallas Mahan’, (Mahan 
2007), a light lavender plicata, was still looking good. 
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I have to admit to a preference for the dramatic, 
but there were a trio of lovely lavender-blues that you 
just couldn’t walk by without noticing. “Orchid Dove’ 
(Spoon, 2007) had five great stalks with three to four 
branches and 10 buds. ‘Bolshoi’ (Keppel, 2009), is a laced 
deep lavender with light orange beards. And ‘French 
Lilacs’ (Keppel, 2008) showed off a two-toned lavender 
with heavy ruffling. 

A charming pink was ‘Kaelin’s Lipstick (Poole, 
2011), sending up six stalks of pink-self blooms. 

‘Blowing Kisses’ (Keppel, 2007), with pink standards 
and falls of white with a light lavender edge is an appealing 
combination. ‘Crocodile Rock’ (B. Nichols 2006), had 
eight stalks blooming. This TB has pale yellow standards 
and falls of rose/wine plicata on white. 

Wild Angel’ (T. Johnson, 2006), a TB with standards 
of white, falls of white with gold shoulders and rim and 
a purple wash had amazing stalks with three branches 
and two spurs holding eight buds. For those who love 
yellow, the ruffled ‘In Style’ (T. Johnson, 2006) is light 
yellow with a deeper rim on the falls, carrying nine buds 
for a great show. Another TB with good bud count and 
branching was “Dozen Roses’ (Meininger, 2008), a wine 
self with tangerine beards. Its two branches and a spur

also held eight buds. 

You may notice that I count buds. I like a variety 
of iris types for a longer bloom season. And I like a 
high bud count, if the plant opens them gracefully over 
a nice long period. Personally, I think TBs with high 
bud counts need to have smaller blooms if they want to 
remain attractive, instead of looking like a messy mass of 
petals. I’m hoping I will get a longer bloom season from 
them. Time will tell. 

In that regard, the big winner, at least for me, on the 
TB bud count was ‘Guilt Free Sample’ (Black, 2008), a 
peach pink, apricot and cream confection with a bright 
tangerine beard and laced standards. Its wide branching 
held 10 to 15 buds! 


Breezeway Iris Garden

BREEZEWAY IRIS GARDEN IS SET IN GENTLY ROLLING

THE HILL BESIDE THE HOUSE, SHELTERED BY A 
WINDBREAK OF MATURE TREES. Myron, Doris and 
George Bacon (along with Charlie the beautiful red 
merle Australian Shepherd) greeted visitors with a wide 
array of refreshments in the garage. We were invited 
inside to view the video of a TV segment filmed at the 
garden, which was great coverage for the convention. 
The yards were spacious and well-landscaped with many 
flowers. Charming stepping stones with the names of 
family members decorated the garden. 

The irises were very well grown and laid out in 
roomy, orderly rows. The Siberian irises were at peak 
and surrounded by lots of clicking cameras! The lovely 
“Tree of Songs’ (Schafer/Sacks, 2006) was a bright 
clump of sunshine that drew admirers like a beacon. Its 
performance here was instrumental to winning the Cook 
Cup at this convention. It is a wonderful performer and 
a perfect example of the type of show we expect from an 
outstanding iris. Other Siberians of note included ‘Swans 
in Flight (Hollingworth, 2006), whose pure white 
blooms lived up to its name. ‘Simon Says’ (Hollingworth, 
2007) sported deep blue violet blooms held well above 
the deep green foliage, and the stately ‘Ruffles and 
Flourishes’ (Hollingworth, 2002) never disappoints with

its wide, ruffled purple and blue blooms. 'Miss Apple' 
(Schafer/Sacks, 2009) was a scrumptious pink and rose 
red confection with gold signals. Schafer/Sacks seedling 
t S00-14-2 got a lot of attention. It has grayed lavender 
standards with a turquoise streak on the style arms and 
yellow and grayed lavender falls — a very interesting and 
pleasing combination! 

Tall bearded bloom was past peak, but there was still 
lots of lovely bloom to enjoy. Among the outstanding 
guest TBs was Paul Black’s “Guilt Free Sample’ (2008). 
It was a large, vigorous clump covered with apricot-pink 
flowers with bright tangerine beards. Tall, well-branched 
stalks had many triple-socketed terminals which made 
for a long period of pleasing bloom. Paul’s ‘Just Kiss Me’ 
(2007), a clean pink, was also performing well with nice 
branching a good bud count. ‘Strut Your Stuff’ (Black, 
2007) is a very distinctive combination — rose standards 
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and lavender talls with a brick red rim. I was happv to 
see one of mv favorite Thomas Johnson intros 'Material 
Girl’ (2005), a clean lacy yellow and white with deeply 
incised texture veining on the falls. His “Super Model’ 
(2007) is wide and heavily laced lavender that turned 
lots of heads. A large and heavily blooming clump of 
Keppel’s ‘Bollywood’ (2007) put on an Oscar-worthy 
performance in yellow and lavender. Its sequel ‘Silk 
Road’ (Keppel, 2009) is more cream and lavender with a 
striking gold and lavender beard. 

Francis Rogers’ “Born to Please’ (2006) was a rich 
combination of yellow standards and lavender purple 
falls whose charms led to winning the President’s Cup. 
I like the bold contrast in Larry Lauer’s “Main Street’ 
(2009) with its cream standards over velvety black falls, 
spiked with a bright orange beard. This variety also grew 
tall and strong here in Arizona, so I was interested to see 
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that it also performed in Madison. Don Spoon’s ‘Orchid 
Dove’ (2007) is an especially lovely lavender and white 
washed flower. It was new to me, and I really liked its 
feminine appeal. Michael Sutton’s ‘Pure Innocence’ 
(2006) is a bright, pure white with horns and lots of 
ruffles. Lowell Baumunk’s ‘Phantom Ship’ (2007) has 
very clean wide foliage with well-formed light and dark 
blue neglecta flowers. 

There was an additional bed of irises behind the 
house in a previous vegetable garden. An attractive arch 
invited visitors to explore more irises displayed in front 
of a red barn. ‘All About Blue’ (Schreiner, 2009) was a 
large clump of well-displayed rich blue blooms. ‘Fancy 
Gal’ (Ernst, 2007) was a rose and pink darktop with light 
orange beards. She had plenty of competition from ‘Sassy 
Tart’ (Ernst, 2007) whose brightly sanded red and yellow 
falls were set off by white standards and a narrow white 
rim. SPEC-X ‘Celia Welia’ (Jill Copeland, 2004) was an 
eye-catching combination of orchid standards and rich 
purple falls with a white veined starburst around a yellow 
signal. MTB ‘Bit O’Royalty’ (Stephanie Markham, 2008) 
has bright white standards contrasted by smooth purple 
falls with a narrow white rim. 

The lovely rural setting, well-designed and 
executed landscaping, and the wonderful hospitality at 
Breezeway made it a real star of the Madison convention. 
My sincere thanks to the Bacon family for putting on 
a wonderful experience for everyone lucky enough to 
have been there. 


Skyline Garden

THE SUN WAS OUT WHEN WE PULLED UP TO SKYLINE 
GARDEN, A SERIES OF GARDEN BEDS CHISELED OUT OF 
A FARM SLOPE. IT HAD CLEARLY BEEN A VERY EARLY 
SEASON HERE, MUCH LIKE WE HAD BEEN HAVING BACK 
HOME. Our season in New England was the earliest 
anyone living in the area can remember, but I didn't realize 
that the bizarre early heat wave had extended all the way 
to Wisconsin until I got out here! So the irises were a bit 
past their peak by the time we got to this garden, but 
there were still some really pretty blooms out there. Of 
course, with the season coming so early, there were no 
medians to see, but there were some yummy TBs. 

One of my favorites at the convention, and in this 
garden, was Lowell Baumunk’s huge neglecta, ‘Phantom 
Ship’ (2007) — a tall, tall, TALL iris with big, handsome 


flowers on strong, branchy stalks. I like a good, big TB, 
but only if it can stand up to some wind and weather. We 
get a LOT of bad weather during the bloom season where 
I live, just like in the Midwest, so that sort of sturdiness 
is important! Clearly this one can put up with whatever 
Mother Nature decides to toss at it. The weather during 
the convention ranged from hot and humid to wet and 
windy and it still managed to stand up tall and proud! 

Another of my convention favorites, sporting a lovely 
show stalk with three nice flowers on it at Skyline, was 
Paul Black’s ‘Strut Your Stuff’ (2007). This one is difficult 
to describe (and even more difficult to photograph, it 
turns out) — it has reddish-brown standards and sort 
of neon lilac-blue falls surrounded by a thick reddish- 
brown band. The effect, especially from a distance, is 
rather electric. I went home and ordered this one tout de 
suite! I can’t imagine why I hadn’t bought it earlier, but 
once I saw it in person, I had to have it. 

Tom Johnson's ‘Pacific Fire’ (2007), a striking 
medium blue with fire-engine-red beards, had some nice 
blooms out in the Skyline garden. This is a relatively 
early bloomer, and had clearly bloomed heavily, but the 
last few blooms still looked great. I admire an iris that’s 
good to the last bloom, if you know what I mean. 

Another iris I noticed in multiple gardens at the 
convention, including at Skyline, was one of Keith 
Keppel's yellow-ground plicatas, ‘Sorbonne’ (2009). 
A ‘Drama Queen’ child, this is a very striking dark 
red-brown-on-lemon plicata. The standards are very 
heavily marked with dark red-brown dotting. The falls 
are bright lemon sanded heavily with red-brown at the 
edges, on the hafts and along the centerline. It’s tall, like 
its parent, and well-branched. I may have to give it a shot 
in my garden, as ‘Drama Queen’ is one of the few in that 
pattern that actually blooms for me. 

I am of the opinion that we really need more good 
whites in our iris gardens. At least, I need more good 
whites in MY garden! Among other things, a good 
clump of a nice white can really help to set off some 
of the more dramatic iris colors and patterns. A really 
pretty one in the Skyline gardens was a pure, cool white 
with lemon beards, ‘Eskimo Land’ (Niswonger, 2007). 
It’s got big flowers, but it’s also got big, strong, branchy 
stalks to carry them. I don’t know what a full clump 
would look like — this one was on its last few flowers 
— but the plant had clearly made a good display when 
it was at its peak. 

A pretty lavender amoena called ‘Love Lil? (Ben 
Johnson, 2010) caught my eye as I was going down one 
row, in part because of the shape of the flower — prettily 
round and crisply ruffled, with very flaring falls. It’s a 
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shorter, smaller-flowered iris, and the very flared shape 
shows off the colors particularly well at that height. 

One of the better clumps still in bloom in the Skyline 
gardens was Paul Black’s ‘Blushing Bashful’ (2006). This 
is a pretty pale peach with distinctive darker peach hafts 
set off by bright orange beards. 

As we made our way up the hillside to the house, 
we passed through some non-guest iris beds. Some of 
the irises in these beds were in larger, more established 
clumps, and some of these clumps were still making 
a good display. Schreiner’s ‘Lovely Sefiorita’ (2002), 
with bright orange standards over orange-red falls 
and tomato-red beards, was one of these. This is get- 
your-sunglasses bright! Another non-guest making a 
great clump display was Sterling Innerst’s ‘Apparent 
Secret’ (2001). I love the name of this one, though I’m 
not certain what the secret is. Nevertheless, it’s a very 
striking iris with slightly pinkish yellow standards, 
luminata falls with various shades of violet washed 
over creamy yellow veining set off by a full quarter- 
inch of yellow edging, and bright yellow beards. Nice, 
especially in a big clump! 

Coming from New England, where digging a hole 
usually means building a wall with the rocks that 
come out of it, and finding enough “full sun” for our 
gardens can bea bit tricky, I found myself a bit envious 
of the great farmland soil and wide open spaces at 
most of the gardens at this convention. Skyline was no 
exception, until I read about the tornado that struck 
in 2005 and saw the before and after pictures up at 
the house where drinks and treats were being served. 
I have been known to curse our totally perverse New 
England weather, which can go from hot and humid 
to cold and icy in the twinkling of an eye, but I can’t 
even imagine how terrifying a tornado of that intensity 
would be. Thank you, Herb and Cathy Rowin, for 
making our troop of conventioneers welcome after 
such a disaster! 


Earthspirit Gardens

EARTHSPIRIT GARDENS IN OREGON, WI, IS A PRIVATE 
GARDEN MAINTAINED UNDER THE SENSITIVE AND 
LOVING DIRECTION OF JEAN BAWDEN, A RETIRED 
TEACHER. THE HOUSE IN WHICH SHE TAKES SHELTER 
FROM THE INCLEMENT WEATHER WAS BUILT ON 
A FORMER CORNFIELD IN 1998, BUT HER HOME IS 
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‘Sorbonne’ (Keppel, 2009) 


REALLY THE GARDEN. Since I had been asked to write- 
up her convention garden for the Bulletin, I felt it 
prudent, upon arriving, to sit down and talk with Jean 
before dashing off to hunt down any irises in bloom. 
She graciously invited me to sit with her for a while 
in the shade of a young birch tree, as she shared with 
me her Weltanschauung, the philosophy that guides 
her life in the garden, and a philosophy from which 
many in this complex, tumultuous world would find a 
balm of Gilead for the soul. Later, as I wandered across 
her beautiful and meticulously maintained five acres, I 
witnessed many of the conventioneers abandoning the 
irises, scattering themselves to take time to sit ona bench 
in a shady woods surrounded by literally giant hostas, 
kick a ball across a grassy knoll, stand contentedly in 
groups of twos or threes engaged in quiet conversation, 
or returning to photograph repeatedly from many 
angles the irises in bloom. By simply experiencing the 
garden they were coming to know the gardener and her 
philosophy of life. 

Tall bearded irises that were still performing well 
in the garden beds included ‘Sorbonne’ (Keppel, 2009), 
blackish russet standards above falls with a soft creamy 
yellow ground bordered by dark burgundy maroon 
plicata peppering and veining with matching plicata 
beards, ‘Points North’ (Worel, 2008), a light medium 
creamy yellow self with darker hafts and dramatic dark 
purple horned beards, “Brazilian Art’ (Keppel, 2009), 


intense apricot standards, yellowish 
apricot falls with a wide muted red 
purple marginal band and bushy 
red orange beards, ‘Pacific Fire’ (T. 
Johnson, 2007), an unusual, medium 
milky blue self with striking, almost 
lipstick orange red beards. 

The Siberian irises still putting 
on a good show included ‘Ruffles 
and Flourishes’ (Hollingworth, 
2002), orchid pink standards, lighter 
styles with very wide ruffled style 
crests spreading out to overlap the 
standards, wide ruffled falls with 
yellow throats ending in the upper 
middle of the falls with a narrow 
zonal ring of dark burgundy 
speckles surrounded by a white 
background zone ringed with a 
medium dark delphinium blue 
bleeding into falls with an overlay of 
darker violet wash becoming more 
intense toward the edge of the falls. 
‘Simon Says’ (Hollingworth, 2007), 
a nice medium to light blue self with 
peacock veining in the center of 
the falls and a subdued violet wash 
overlaying the outer half of the 
falls. ‘Here Be Dragons’ (Schafer/ 
Sachs, 2009) a yellow Siberian 
with off white standards against 
style arms tinged blue along the 
borders becoming darker toward 
the heart of the flower, above falls 
with a ground color the same as the 
standards overlaid with a darker, 
aged lemon wash and brownish 
burgundy veining, giving the overall 
effect of a yellow amoena. 

Jean, thank you for being one 
of the convention host gardens and 
allowing us a glimpse into your 
peaceful little wonderland.

Board of Directors Meeting 


Madison, Wisconsin, May 31—June 1, 2010 


President Judy Keisling called to order the Spring meeting of 
the AIS Board of Directors at 1:06 PM on Monday May 31, 
2010. A listing of attendees is included with the full minutes. 
The Full Minutes of the Tulsa, Oklahoma meeting were 
approved with two corrections. On page 9 under Budget, the 
words carried and budget were printed twice. 

ACTION TAKEN WAS AS FOLLOWS: 

* John Jones was appointed and approved as Motion Secretary. 

INTERIM EMAIL ACTIONS AFFIRMED: 

* T move that an ad hoc committee be established to 
evaluate the possibility of traveling exhibits, with a 
report to be made to the AIS board by the end of 
February 2010. 

* That AIS print no more than 10,000 copies of the 
“Invitation to Join” brochures. Should the initial 
supply be exhausted prior to the next update, AIS 
(storefront) would go to a “Print on Demand” basis. 
The Ludi’s would provide this service. 

* That the AIS create the Iris Encyclopedia; an 
information resource in a wiki format which allows 
registered users to upload comments and photos. These 
pages are verified by knowledgeable docents who create 
and or monitor pages for accuracy. The rock on which 
this data is built is the registrations created by the 
International Registrar. And that the Wiki always be 
viewable freely and universally. 

* T move that any business that by virtue of their 
advertising in the AIS Bulletin, qualifies for listing 
on the Commercial Directory on the AIS website be 
allowed to submit one (1) iris picture to be included 
in the rotating library on the AIS Home page. Said 
pictures to be included in the library, from February 
through May for bearded irises and June through 
September for beardless irises, and that said time 
frames be at the discretion of the Electronic Services 
Committee Chair. 

* That the AIS immediately stop offering multiple year 
Irisregister subscriptions. 


REPORTS: 
PRESIDENT: Judy Keisling announced the following: 
1. Kitty Loberg resigned as the Photo Contest Chair. The 
Board approved the following motions: 
* That Janet Smith be approved as chair of the Photo 
Contest committee. 
* That the rules for the Photo contest be defined by the 
Chair of the Photo contest and announced. 


2. The Judges Revision Handbook Chair position has been 
vacant for the last two years and needs to be filled. The 
Board approved: 

* That Jim Morris be approved as Chair of the Judges 
Handbook Revision committee. 

3. After President Epperson’s passing, Ruth Barker assisted 
in the sorting of AIS items that were in Roy’s possession. 
Neither the Judges Training Handbook, nor the Basic Iris 
Culture publication exist in an electronic format. Both of 
these publications will have to be OCR scanned into a useable 
electronic format before changes can be made to either. 

4. Carolyn Hawkins is working with the National Garden 
Clubs, in preparing a book on irises and has requested 
permission to use images from the Judges Training 
Handbook to be used. The Board approved: 

* That the National Garden Clubs, Inc. be allowed to 
use the outline graphics found in the Judges Training 
Handbook as long as proper attribution is included. 

5. The Tall Bearded Iris Society met last November, and 
has declined the AIS' offer to become a Section of The 
American Iris Societv. 

6. President Keisling noted that Linda Sercus ot the Presbv 
Memorial Gardens, extended an invitation to move the 
AIS Library to their facility. Prior to the invitation, 
President Epperson had appointed an ad hoc committee 
to research various sites for a new library. About that 
same time, the Planks traveled to Silverton, Oregon 
and located a possible new site for the AIS Library. No 
decision on a possible move will be made at this meeting. 

7. Since the passing of President Epperson, new paperwork 
needs to be completed for the authorization of Judy 
Keisling to be a signer on all AIS banking and investment 
accounts. The Board approved: 

* That Judy Keisling be an authorized signator on all AIS 
banking and investment accounts as AIS President. 

GENERAL SECRETARY: Michelle Snyder reported that she 

needs to be notified of any changes that need to be forwarded 

to John Jones and the bulletin editor. 

TREASURER: Jill Bonino reported on the financial, stx month 

status of the AIS. She also reported on the raffle fundraiser. The 

tickets for sale, will be 1 ticket for $5, 3 tickets for $10, and 7 

tickets for $20. The tickets will need to be postmarked by January 

25, 2011. The drawing will take place on February 1, 2011. 

MEMBERSHIP SECRETARY: Tom Gormley reported on the 

continued drop in membership. 

REGISTRAR/RECORDER: Mike & Anne Lowe reported on 

the status of the 2010, ten year checklist, and the proofing 
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involved. M Lowe reported on the status of foreign iris 
registrations in their own countries, and the fee that the 
foreign iris hybridizers have to pay to their own countries. 
M Lowe requested that a clarification on the wording of 
the motion passed at the 2009 fall board meeting, on the 
registration fee rate hike. The Board approved: 

* That we amend Motion #34 from the Fall Board 
meeting to read “raise the registration fees to $15.00 
effective July 1, 2010 

Editor-Managing Editor: Terry Aitken reported on the 
bulletin since the changeover in size. 

Editor: Kelly Norris stated that a name change is needed to 
attract new members. The Board approved: 

* That the cover of the AIS Bulletin have the word 
“IRISES” in large letters with the phrase “The Bulletin of 
the American Iris Society” in smaller letters underneath. 

President Keisling stated that she received a letter from an 
AIS board member, who pondered whether a managing 
editor is still needed. After discussion, the board approved: 

* That we terminate the position of Managing Editor 
and create the Bulletin Committee that is responsible 
for producing the Bulletin and chaired by the Bulletin 
Editor who is responsible to the Board. 

Morris recommended that we eliminate the obituaries that are 
paid for. The Board approved: 

* That the May 2006 motion as amended Fall of 2006 
be amended to read “Move that: Obituaries may be 
published in the Bulletin of The American Iris Society 
for persons who leadership and dedication to the ideals 
of the Society are of genuine and obvious distinction. 
Among such persons are : Hybridizers who have 
received at least three Awards of Merit (AM) or one 
higher award; Directors and Officers of AIS. The 
Editor of the Bulletin or Obituary Editor has discretion 
to edit all obituaries for length and may publish an 
obituary for a prominent irisarian who does not meet 
the criteria stated above. 

ADVERTISING EDITOR: Bob Keup reported on the changeover 
of ads from the smaller size bulletin to the larger size bulletin 
had resulted in alot of confusion. Due to the sudden changeover, 
Keup reported that all advertisers had to be contacted and 
informed of the size change. The Board approved: 

* That we elimate the one inch $44.00 per year Shopping 
Section advertisement from the Bulletin. 

Bonino reported on the cost per issue for the new bulletin 
size, and that the new size redesign was intended to drop 

the cost and that was the understanding between AIS and 
Bridgetown. Upon reviewing the cost after the two new 
larger issues were printed, it was noted that the cost per issue 
went from $2.90 for the Oct 2009 issue to $3.41 for the April 
2010 issue. An increase of 51 cents per issue. It was suggested 
that Terry Aitken revisit the costs of producing the new 
bulletin format for a possible refund. The Board approved: 

* That Terry Aitken revisit the costs of producing the new 
format Bulletin thru Bridgetown for possible refunds. 
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It was suggested that we obtain several bids for comparisons. 
The Board approved: 

* That the editor evaluate the bid from Sundance Press, 
and solicit additional bids comparable to the existing 
color format and for full color publication, such bids 
to include printing, binding, mailing preparation and 
postage, and if appropriate change printers. 

RECORDING SECRETARY: Susan Boyce had no report. 
PUBLICATION/SALES DIRECTORS: John & Kay Ludi 
reported that the Basic Iris Culture pamphlets and the 
Invitation To Join’s are in short supply. It was decided to wait 
until the 2010 Fall Board meeting to reprint. Ludi reported 
that at the 2009 fall board meeting a motion was made to 
obtain more RVP pins. Upon receiving the extremely high 
bid cost, the decision was made not to order more. Ludi also 
reported that the 1999 and older annual Registration and 
Introductions are not selling. He also wants to offer note 
cards for sale from the storefront. The Board approved the 
following motions: 

* That the AIS Storefront dispose of the 1999 and older R 
Bos: 

* That a packet of 8 note cards be sold for $5.00 
(including shipping). 

RVP REPRESENTATIVE: Debra Strauss questioned why the 
RVP meeting is held so early in the convention and Gossett 
noted that business done and information gathered from the 
RVP meeting needs to be presented to the AIS board before 
the end of the AIS Board meeting, at the end of the second day. 
NEW BUSINESS: Snyder talked about discussions on AIS 
Discuss and voting on AIS Vote. The board approved the 
following motions: 

* That once a motion goes to AISVote, another motion 
can be presented to AISDiscuss. 

* That we amend the standing rule on electronic voting 
to require only a simple majority of eligible voters to 
pass the motion. 

AFFLILATIONS: Brad Kasperek was not in attendance, but 
his report stated that there are currently 170 affiliates. 
AFFILIATES LIAISON: Jody Nolin reported on the creation 
of this new position. A new affiliates email group was started 
and a survey was sent out and she shared the information 
from this survey. 

CALENDARS: Terry Aitken reported that the 2011 calendars 
are ready and available for sale at this convention. 
DONATIONS: Lynn Williams reported on the income from 
the donations received so far this year. 

EXHIBITIONS: Susan Boyce reported on two motions that 
were passed at the Fall 2005 Board meeting that were never 
implemented. The first motion was "that the price of the 
Exhibition entry tags be raised from $11 to $12". The second 
motion was “that a shipping and handling fee of $5 be uniformly 
required of all exhibition supply orders regardless of $$ amount 
of the order". Boyce noted that since that meeting in Nov 2005, 
the postal rates have increased four different times. It was noted 
that the $5 rate is very low, and should be raised up. Boyce also 


received information that the price for the large rosettes are 
going up. The Board approved the following motions: 

* That we raise the shipping and handling fee per shipment 
for Exhibition supplies to $10.00 effective October 1, 2010. 

* That we raise the price for the large rosettes from $6.00 
to $7.00. 

Boyce stated that all three of these price increases will be 
updated on the supply order form for implementation. 
INSURANCE: Michelle Snyder reported on easier ways for 
atfiliates to receive proof of insurance certificates for their iris 
shows. 

IRIS PROGRAM RESOURCES (SPEAKERS): Dana Brown 
was not in attendance, and did not send in a report. 

IRIS PROGRAM RESOURCES (SLIDES & DIGITAL): Janet 
Smith was not in attendance, but her report stated that she is 
working on several new ideas. 

JUDGES: Judy Keisling reported a loss of 17 judges due to 
non payment of membership dues. 

AWARDS: Ruth Barker, with Gerry Snyder’s assistance did an 
online judges ballot voting presentation. The board approved: 

* That the AIS online awards voting go on line June 7, 2010. 

ELECTRONIC SERVICES: John Jones reported that work 

is still continuing on the new AIS Website. A judges lookup 
was discussed, which will be added to the AIS Website. 
Jones also discussed a motion that was passed last year about 
rotating pictures on the AIS Website. Jones also stated that 
the amount of funding to be used for the creation of the new 
AIS Website needs to be increased. The Board approved: 

* That the amount of money available to the webmaster 
and the Electronic Services Chair be increased by 
$2,000.00. Said funds to come from the Electronic 
Services Restricted fund. 

CONVENTION LIAISON: Paul Gossett reported that he is 
still in search of a site to host the 2013 convention. 
FOUNDATION LIAISON: Gary White reported a lack of activity 
for the foundation since the fall board meeting. It was noted that 
the foundation had purchased a new scanner for the AIS Library. 
PHOTO CONTEST: Janet Smith was not in attendance and 
did not send in a report. 

PUBLICATIONS: Jody Nolin reported that the Publications 
Committee needs more volunteers to assist with projects 
currently under way. 

SCIENTIFIC COMMITTEE: Kelly Norris had no report. 
SYMPOSIUM: Gerry Snyder had no report. 

YOUTH: Chery! Deaton announced the winners of the 
Ackerman Essay contest. They are: Claire Harding, Region 
17 (12 and under age group) and Devon Foster, Region 1, (13 
and up age group). 

TAX EXEMPTION ADVISOR: Bob Plank had no report. 
Silent Auction: John & Barbara Sautner are not in attendance 
and did not send in a report. 

HONORARY AWARDS: Jeanne Clay Plank noted that the Gold 
Medial is basically the Distinguished Service Medal (DSM), just 
guilded with a different color. The Board approved: 

* That we order 15 Distinguished Service Medals. 


RVP COUNSELOR: Rita Gormley reported on the duties 

of the RVP Counselor. Strauss announced that the new 

RVP Board Representative is Alan Brooks (Region 13). The 

Nominating Committee Representatives are: Margaret Kelly 

(Region 9) and Hugh Stout (Region 22). 

LIBRARY: Tracy Plotner was not in attendance. Keisling 

reported that the Planks have located a new site in Silverton, 

Oregon for the AIS Library to be possibly moved to. A formal 

request for a move, will be presented at the fall board meeting. 

SECTION LIAISON: Jim Morris reported on the Section and 

Cooperating Society’s meeting. Ways were discussed on how 

to increase memberships. Morris reported that TBIS has asked 

to bring forward their request to be a Cooperating Society of 
the AIS. Morris announced that Hal Griffie will be the Section 
representative to the AIS Nominating Committee. 

PUBLIC RELATIONS: Bob Pries reported on the AIS Facebook 

and the progress of the AIS Wiki. Pries stated that he would like 

to be involved with The American Public Garden Association. 

Pries also wants us to include Iris display and test gardens into 

this committee, so the AIS will have input on what the display 

gardens are and are not doing. The Board approved: 
* That the AIS create a committee of National 
Collections, Display and Test Gardens. 

FOUNDATION ADDENDUM: Gary White reported that the 

foundation approved a final payment for Carol Wilson’s 

grant. White reported that the foundation received a grant 
proposal from Bob Pries to do a test project on digitizing 
about 1,000 slides from various hybridizers to be stored in 
the AIS Library. The $500 grant was approved. White also 
noted that the foundation no longer qualifies as a public 
foundation and must pay taxes on interest income. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS: President Keisling brought up the 

need to reprint the ITJ’s, but before this is done, the possibility 

of a dues increase needs to be discussed and decided as any new 
dues increase information will need to be updated. A motion 
for a dues increase made made, but the board voted down 

the motion. Another discussion was held about electronic 

memberships and a motion was made and the Board approved: 
* That we offer an electronic information service at an 

annual fee of $15.00 effective October 1, 2010. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS: 

1. Jerry Coates, Regional Realignment Committee chair, 
reported that Region 16, because of its size and vast areas, 
was not a functioning region. After a lengthy discussion 
the board approved: 

* That we amend Motion 27 above to read that Region 

16 be dissolved effective November 6, 2010 and AIS 
members and Affiliates in Canada be assigned as 
members of AIS Regions as specified below: Yukon 
and BC to Region 13. NWT, Nunavut Territories, 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba to Region 21. 
Ontario and Quebec to Region 2. Newfoundland, 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island to Region 1. 

President Keisling appointed Jody Nolin and Rita Gormley to a 
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committee to assist with the changeover. 
2. Jones commented about Gerry 
Snyder’s hard work in assisting 
Ruth Barker in setting up the 
electronic voting ballot. The 
Board approved: 
* That in recognition of his work on 
electronic voting, the AIS make 
a one time payment of $500.00 
to Gerry Snyder. Said funds to 
come from the Electronic Services 
Restricted fund. 
REPORT OF THE NOMINATING 
COMMITTEE: Chair Hal Griffie 
presented the slate of nominees for 
consideration as candidates for the four 
director positions on The American 
Iris Society Board of Directors: 
Susan Grigg (4), Anita Moran (4), 
Susan Boyce (12), John Ludi (13), Jan 
Lauritzen (15), Joyce Poling (15), Dana 
Brown (17), and Debra Strauss (17). 
EXECUTIVE SESSION: The Board of 
directors met in executive session to 
select the 2010 Director Nominees. 
Nominees selected as candidates to fill 
those three-year terms that will expire 
in 2013 are: Susan Grigg, John Ludi, 
Dana Brown, and Debra Strauss. 
NOMINATING COMMITTEE 
APPOINTMENTS: President Keisling 
appointed Jody Nolin and Lynn 
Williams as Board representatives to 
the 2011 Nominating Committee. 
Nolin and Williams will join Margaret 
Kelly, Hugh Stout, and Hal Griffie as 


members of this committee. 


Meeting dates for the 2010 Fall 
Board meeting in Portland, Oregon 
are Nov 5-7, 2010. Terry Aitken will 
serve as the local chairman overseeing 
this Fall Board meeting arrangements.
